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Type and Production 


By H. W. NORTON, Jr., Superintendent of Advanced Registry 


Classification we have been asked the question fre- 

quently “Do the animals rated high for type in the 
classified herds produce proportionately better than those 
classified in the lower groups?” Perhaps it is too soon 
to give a definite or satisfactory answer to this question 
as Herd Classification is still very new and only a few 
herds, comparatively speaking, have been classified, but 
it is an interesting subject for investigation and we have 
made some preliminary studies along these lines. 

Herd Classification was authorized by the Board of 
Directors of our Association to become effective January 
1, 1929, and the first actual classification work was begun 
late in Feburary of that year so that it is still consider- 
ably under two years since this new department really 
got under way. Up to November ist our official inspec- 
tors had classified 119 herds including 2962 animals rated 
as follows: 


S ‘eiss the establishment of the Department of Herd 


time records among the various groups as classified ac- 
cording to type. Of the 181 “Excellent” cows so far 
classified, 105 or 58% have long-time records, while we 
found that only 323 out of 776, or 42%, of.the “Very Good” 
cows had been given long-time records. Similarly, 71 out 
of 273 “Good Plus,” or 26%, have records and 430 out of 
1,396 “Good,” or 31%, have records. Among the two 
lower groups, we find 42 tested among 186 “Fair” cows, or 
22.5%, and only one tested among 18 “Poor” cows or 5.5%. 

We experienced considerable difficulting in attempting 
to group these 972 tests in any suitable way to make com- 
parisons which would mean anything; and right here, I 
wish to repeat a statement which I have previously made 
on several different occasions and that is that we have 
altogether too many varieties of tests. With the seven 
age classes ranging from Junior Two-Year-olds to Full 
Aged Cows, three classifications according to number of 
daily milkings, A, B and C, and two Divisions, Ten Months’

The small number of “Good Plus” animals, the group 
between “Very Good” and “Good,” is accounted for by 
the fact that this group was not included in the plan as 
first adopted and quite a number of herds had been classi- 
fied before the “Good Plus” group was added when the 
rules were amended in October, 1929. The small percent- 
age of animals in the “Fair” and “Poor” groups indicates 
that the herds so far inspected and classified are above 
the average for type and this would be expected with a 
new plan of breed improvement so radically different from 
any previous work done by the Association. We know 
also that, in some instances at least, the owners did some 
preliminary classification work themselves, sending some 
of the poorest individuals in their herds to the butcher 
before the inspector arrived. There is no objection to 
this plan providing the culls are slaughtered, but if they 
are sold “with papers” and go into othér herds where they 
are used for breeding purposes, one of the principal ob- 
jects of herd classification would be defeated. 

In attempting to find out the relationship between type 
and production in the herds so far classified, we checked 
over the entire list of more than 2,800 females and found 
that 972 of them had records in either the Ten Months’ 
or Yearly Divisions, but no consideration was given to 
seven or thirty day records. Whenever we found a cow 
with more than one record for ten months or a year, we 
used the best record. We found that these 972 cows and 
heifers with long-time records included 105 rated as “Ex- 
cellent” 323 “Very Good,” 71 “Good Plus,’ 430 “Good,” 
42 “Fair” and 1 “Poor.’’ In this connection it is interest- 
ing to note the proportionate number of cows with long- 


Fair and Poor, it was difficult to find enough tests of one 
variety to enable us to draw any definite conclusions. The 
best opportunity was offered in Classification A of the 
Yearly Division, but even here when the largest group of 
records were found the numbers were too small to afford 
a fair basis for comparison in some instances. For ex- 
ample, we found 44 “Excellent” cows with yearly records 
in Classification A, Full Aged form, and the 44 averaged 
830 lbs. fat. Then, there were 66 “Very Good” cows with 
yearly records in Classification A, Full Aged, averaging 
807 lbs. fat and 51 “Good” cows with yearly records,, 
Classification A and Full Aged, averaging 741 lbs. fat. 
However, among the “Fair’ cows with yearly records in 
Full Aged form, there were none tested in Classification 
A and hence, no comparison could be made unless some 
factor could be used for adjusting B and C records to a 
basis comparable with Classification A records and also 
for adjusting ten months’ records to a basis comparable 
to yearly records. 

Since the largest number of records of one kind in the 
various age classes were yearly records in Classification 
A, it seemed logical to adjust the others to this basis 
as nearly as possible and the following factors were used 
for this purpose: 

Yearly records, Classification B, increased 5%. 

Yearly records, Classification C, increased 15%. 

Ten Months’ Records, Classification A, increased 15%. 

Ten Month’s Records, (Classification B, inceased 20%. 

Ten Months’ Records, Classification C, increased 30%. 

These percentages were assumed as the approximate 
equivalents to place all of the ten months’ and yearly

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Pennsylvania Federation Meets

sylvania Federation of Holstein 

Clubs was’ held Wednesday 
morning, January 21, in the new Farm 
Show building and’ was attended by 
a large number of Pennsylvania 
breeders from all parts of the state, 
many of whom took an active part in 
the discussions of the business of the 
Federation. A splendid spirit of opti- 
mism and cooperation was very much 
in evidence throughout the meeting. 


President H. D. Alleback presided 
and called for a report of the secre- 
tary-Treasurer Robertson, who is still 
Crissey, Eastern Fieldman for the 
Holstein - Friesian Association of 
America in the absence of Secre- 
tary-Treasurer Robertson, who is still 
confined to his home by illness. The 
report detailed instances of coopera- 
tion with the National body and with 
the member clubs of the Federation, 
especially in the matter of 4-H Club 
work, which has always been a major 
project of the Federation. He re- 
ported the organization of three new 
local clubs during the year with a 
total membership of 71, and stated 
that the 1930 membership exceeded 
by 101 that of 1929. The largest club in the Federation 
is that of Franklin County with 51 members. Hight local 
clubs in the state were reported as not having affiliated 
with the Federation but it is hoped that under the new 
rules, adopted at this meeting, several of these will come 
into the fold. During the year championship ribbons for 
cow and bull were awarded at the 34 fairs of the state and 
a silver loving cup was presented to A. C. Slifer for lead- 
ership in Dairy Herd Improvement work. Another cup 
has been provided for the winning county herd in the 
4-H class at the Farm show. 


Crissey then reported for the treasurer, showing a net 
worth of $1,827.21 for the Federation, of which $800.00 has 
been deposited in an interest account. The Federation is 
financed by an annual fee of one dollar from each mem- 
ber and by the state’s share of the Pennsylvania transfer 
fees from the national body. This money from the na- 
tional association is turned over to the various local clubs 
of the Federation, the amount depending on the member- 
ship of the club, and must be used exclusively for exten- 
sion purposes approved by the Extension Director of the 
national association. 

Albert Craig, chairman of the committee of revision 
of constitution and by-laws, proposed numerous important 
changes which after full discussion on the part of many 
members present were all unanimously adopted substan- 
tially as read. The more important of these included a 
change in the manner of electing directors. After the 
election of 1931, each county club in good standing in 
the Federation, which means with ten or more members 
paid up for the year just passed, is entitled to nominate 
a director for the following year, these together with one 
director-at-large to constitute the board. The director- 
at-large is to represent those members of the Federation 
not affiliated with any local club. The executive commit- 
tee will now consist of four members of the board elected 
by the board together with the president, vice president, 
secretary and treasurer. 

Another change in the by-laws related to representa- 
tion of clubs at the annual meeting of the Federation. 
Each club is entitled to elect one delegate for every ten 
members in good standing. At the meeting, each such 
delegate is entitled to ten votes and members present 
but not delegates are entitled to one vote each. It was 
also voted that the annual dues should be one dollar for 
each member of the Federation, whether or not he was 
affiliated with one of tht local clubs and the locals may 
fix their own dues provided the one dollar per member

goes to the Federation. Several other 
minor and clarifying revisions were 
made. 

It was voted that the president ap- 
point a committee to consider the 
date of the next annual meeting in 
order if possible to avoid a conflict 
with the state Dairymen’s Association 
meeting. It was suggested that a com- 
bined banquet and business meeting 
on the Tuesday evening of Farm 
Show week might solve the problem. 


A resolution was offered by J. G. 
Kerrick that the Federation sponsor 
a public sale of Holsteins in connec- 
tion with the next Farm Show. After 
some discussion this was amended to 
instrucc the president to appoint a 
committee to arrange for such a sale, 
to consist entirely of tuberculin tested 
and blood tested animals that must 
also be entered in competition at the 
show. Such a sale is to be under the 
general auspices of the Federation 
but the committee to take full finan- 
cial responsibility. 

It was then voted that the Execu- 
tive Committee designate the bank in 
which the treasurer is to deposit the 
funds of the Federation, thus reliev- 
ing the treasurer of personal responsibility for the safety 
of funds after such deposit. 

A resolution on the much-mooted palm oil question 
was passed and the secretary was instructed to furnish 
copies to all senators and representatives from the state, 
urging the passage of the Brigham bill. 

Allebach Reelected 

The nominating committee consisting of John A. Bell, 
Jr., R. B. Arnold and Eugene Stapler brought in the name 
of H. D. Allebach, Trappe, Pa., to succeed himself for a 
third successive term. Mr. Allebach demurred because 
of his many other interests in the dairy and agricultural 
field, but was overruled and unanimously reelected. 

H. E. Robertson, York, Pa., who has served several 
terms as secretary and treasurer was also reelected. Mr. 
Robertson has given a great deal of valuable time to the 
affairs of the Federation and deserves great credit for the 
success of this strong organization. Charles A. Rowe, 
Yardley, Pa., was elected vice president. 

The terms of six of the twelve directors expiring at 
this time, six were elected to serve for one year, after 
which the new system will prevail. Those elected were 
Dr. L. M. Thompson, Montrose; W. A. Woods, Carlisle; 
J. W. Hunter, Grove City; C. S. Chaffee, Ulster; J. B. 
Henderson, Hickory and J. T. Shay, Saegerstown. 

Dairy Association Meets 

The annual meeting of the Pennsylvania Dairymen’s 
Association was also held on Wednesday, which made 
it impossible for the Holstein breeders to attend the morn- 
ing session, which was devoted principally to the address 
of President R. F. Brinton and to addresses and discus- 
sions on electricity for the dairy farm, with particular re- 
ference to electric milk cooling. Speakers included W. 
C. Kreuger, extension agricultural engineer, New Bruns- 
wick, New Jersey; J. M. McKee, executive secretary of 
the joint committee on rural electrification, Harrisburg, 
N. J. and H. W. Riley, Professor of Agricultural Engin- 
eering at Cornell University, Ithaca, N. Y. 

After lunch the business session consisted of the re- 
election of all officers including President R. F. Brinton 
and Secretary R. H. Olmstead. 

President Brinton then introduced Prof. E. L. Anthony, 
head of the dairy husbandry department of Michigan 
State College, who held the close attention of the large 
crowd with an interesting and instructive illustrated ad- 
dress on the recent investigations of his college in feed- 
ing minerals and high protein concentrates, particularly 
cottonseed meal, to dairy cattle. He upset many pre-

to secure in the near future a man to succeed Mr. Geiger 
as active field man for the organization. 

The Board of Directors found the association in sound 
financial condition as a result of the 
special fund that was raised a year 
ago and as soon as the proper ar- 
rangements can be made field work 
will be resumed at full speed. 

This organization, finding itself a 
year ago in financial difficulties, 
raised a special fund of $5,000—$2,500 
of which was applied to wipe out all 
existing indebtedness and $2,500 of 
which was set aside as working capi- 
tal or reserve. As a result of this 
effort the association finds its entire 
indebtedness paid and approximately 
$3,000 on hand. A budget of nearly 
$10,000 is required for the mainten- 
ance of this organization, the funds 
for which came during 1930 from 
membership and transfer fee appor- 
tionment. The memberships received 
during the year totaled $4,752.25 and 
refunds from the national association 
for transfer fees amounted. to 
$2,929.50. At the meeting the audit- 
ing committee headed by Herbert G. 
Miller of Northfield reported in full 
upon the finances of the association. 

There were 1,359 members in the 
Minnesota Association at present with 
32 counties affiliated in the work. The 
retiring secretary, Robert Geiger, in . 
his report emphasized the amount of 
work that had been done on publicity and in boys’ and 
girls’ calf club work. It will be remembered that Minne- 
sota played an important part in this division of extension 
work at the National Dairy Show, gaining three blues 
and a red ribbon out of four possible firsts at St. Louis. 

J. B. Irwin, president of the association, in his annual 
address explained the financial situation of the organiza- 
tion and the application of the special fund. He urged 
Minnesota breeders to cooperate even more closely than 
they have in the past to establish the truth of a slogan 
which he gave to the meeting: “Minnesota, Let’s Go.” 

Mr. Irwin introduced Frank Price, business manager of 
the World, who urged Minnesota breeders to give more 
thought to publicity for Minnesota Holsteins. Mr. Price 
pointed out that Minnesota Holstein publicity was suffer- 
ing by comparison with former years and urged individual 
breeders to cooperate in seeing that the doings of Minne- 
sota breeders throughout the state be chronicled in breed 
and dairy press. 


The principal speaker of the afternoon was Prof. H. H. 
Wing, president of the Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America, who explained the attitude of the Association 
toward its members and the responsibility of breeders to 
the association. He urged the necessity of keeping 
abreast of this responsibility by establishing higher 
levels of production and praised the interest in advanced 
registry and herd improvement testing as an indication 
of progress within the breed. Prof. Wing believes that 
records of production are the best methods of selection 
for improvement and he spoke most encouragingly of the 
desirability of more average size records on the pure bred 
Holsteins not only of Minnesota but all sections. While 
the President of the Holstein-Friesian Association is, as 
are all Holstein breeders, proud of the large records that 
have been made by Holsteins he believes the real im- 
provment in the breed and the real backbone of the breed 
from the standpoint of popular favor lics in the average

record. Prof. Wing pointed out that a 600-lb. fat record 
made from 18,000 lbs. milk is three times as good as the 
record of the average cow in the dairy world and that 
such an animal will probably average to produce herd 
sires that will make an improvement in dairy production 
wherever they may chance to be used. 


Prof. Wing explained to breeders the loss the organiza- 
tion had sustained during the past year was due to the 
16% decrease in registrations and a 23% decrease in 
transfer. He believes that the de- 
crease in registrations was of some 
value to the organization provided 
the 20,000 fewer animals that were 
registered were those that should 
properly be excluded from the herd 
books of the breed. While the organ- 
ization had no way of knowing defin- 
itely that the decrease came from the 
section of the breed that should be 
excluded from registry he believes 
that it was generally recognized that 
the greater part of such decrease 
came from the less desirable part of 
our Holstein population. 


Dean Coffey of the Minnesota 
Farm School spoke briefly to the 150 
Holstein breeders assembled, endors- 
ing the pure bred sire campaign and 
the work that had b2en done by the 
various breeds to improve the quality 
of pure breds in the state. 


The resolutions passed by the or- 
ganization included the usual resolu- 
tion regarding the use of palm oil in 
oleomargarine manufacturing and a 
resolution urging federal appropria- 
tion for research work in contagious 
abortion. A resolution was also passed 
urging the appropriation by the Minn- 
esota Legislature of funds for a ten 
year building program for the state 
fair. One particularly interesting resolution — although 
its value is not quite apparent, however—related to the 
nominations of members and delegates to the national 
meeting of the Holstein-Friesian Association of America. 
This resolution provided that the Holstein-Friesian Asso- 
ciation of America be petitioned to print in connection 
with the ballot containing nominations for delegates a 
list of the connections and activities of each nominee in 
addition to the name and address. It was subsequently 
explained that this was due to the desire on the part of 
Minnesota breeders to know more about the activities 
and Holstein connections of those nominees for whom 
they voted for delegates to the national meeting. It should 
be pointed out, however, that such a resolution cannot be 
immediately taken into consideration by the national as- 
sociation as an amendment to the by-laws would be neces- 
sary before any additions to the information given on 
the ballot is made. At present the ballot provides the 
name and addresses including county in which the nom- 
inee resides. 


A special committee headed by W. S. Moscrip made a 
report upon the matter of unified control of the herds of 
the state. Progress is being made toward the esablish- 
ment of systems such as are in existence in other states, 
particularly Iowa, Wisconsin and Michigan, looking to- 
ward unified control of herds maintained at various state 
institutions. The committee was continued and will pre- 


sent the subject to the proper state officials at a later 
date. 


A proposition involving the establishment of a milk 
booth at the 1931 state fair was discussed and left to the 
discretion of the board of directors. 


The nominating committee presented the names of the 
following for a three-year term: Sam E. Olson, Ada; EB. A. 
Barthelemy, St. Cloud; Axel Hansen, Minneapolis: P. O. 
Holland, Northfield and Herbert G. Miller, Northfield. Mr.

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The Ogden Livestock Show 


By H. A. MATHIESEN 


ITH one hundred and thirty-three Holsteins entries 
W at the Ogden Livestock Show, at Ogden, Utah, 

January 10 to 15, our Holstein breeders again suc- 
ceeded in putting over a show greater than the combined 
entries of all other dairy breeds. The quality of the show 
was excellent, the ribbons possibly being more generally 
distributed among the breeders than ever before. The 
weather for the show was ideal and this was reflected in 
the fine attendance of breeders from most all parts of the 
state, especially on Holstein judging day. It is doubtful 
if ever before in the West there has been such a large 
ringside as that which followed the judging from nine 
o’clock in the morning until the completion of the dairy 
herd group. Ample bleachers had apparently been pro- 
vided but it finally required the full time of two of the 
Ogden police force to keep the overflowing ringside from 
crowding into the otherwise large judging ring. 

The quality of the show was excellent, in fact in no 
class, excepting in that of the aged cows, was there any 
walk-away. The show was outstanding for its complete 
lack of undesirable or unfitted animals. This show, the 
Ogden show of a year ago and the two last Utah State 
Fair shows held at Salt Lake City certainly indicate the 
fine growth in the quality of the Utah Holsteins and speak 
well of the breeding program of our Utah breeders. Much 
credit is due them for the great development they have 
made in breed in that state in the past eight years. An 
interesting feature of the show was the fact that a large 
majority of the animals exhibited by the Utah breeders 
were bred in the state. 

Out of the state exhibitors consisted of the Wyoming 
State Hospital of Evanston, Wyoming and the Modern 
Woodmen of America herd from Woodmen, Colorado, 
This is the second time that the Modern Woodmen herd 
has been in Ogden, having shown there three years ago. 
The Wyoming State Hospital herd from Evanston under 
the leadership of Mr. Stricker, was out for the first time 
in their history with an unusually uniform string of high 
quality and well fitted animals. The Holstein fraternity 
in the West is proud of this addition to the show circuit 
and is looking forward to their development of this herd 
under Mr. Stricker’s management. Their senior herd sire, 
King Piebe Echo, by King Piebe, is breeding a fine lot of 
young stuff for them, and their junior herd sire, a seven- 
eighths brother to Triune Papoose Piebe, noted All-Ameri- 
can winner, is also a promising breeder. This herd is also 
doing considerable official testing. Eric Sundquist of 
Blackfoot, Idaho, and Joe. E. Jensen, Rexburg, Idaho, were 
also out of the state exhibitors. 


Utah State Industrial School accounted for the major- 
ity of the blue ribbons, taking seven of the 20 firsts. This 
herd under Nels Homer, herdsman, has had an unusually 
good development the past few years, their herds being 
largely of the John L. Smith breeding. Three of their

blues in the open classes and two in the groups are largely 
attributable to Hazelwood Natsey General, herd sire at 
this school for a number of years. This bull was by John 
L. Smith’s former herd sire, Hazelwood Heilo Butter 
King. 

The Utah School for the Deaf and Blind accounted for 
the next largest number of first winings with three blues, 
This herd under the veteran leadership of Professor 
Frank Driggs, head of the institution and an inveterate 
Holstein enthusiast, and I. M. Cooley, herdsman, with the 
Utah State Industrial School, has been present at every 
Ogden show since its inception, as well as at the Utah 
State Fair. 

Cache County, Utah, must also be counted among the 
veterans in Holstein showings in Utah. Their herd of ten 
head accounted for three firsts, five seconds, and a third. 
Gilbert Bingham, of Cornish, won first on two-year-old 
bull. H. W. Ballard, Jr., Benson, won first on a four-year. 
old cow; George Nole of Amalga, a first on a three-year. 
old heifer. Their county herd was made up of an ex- 
ceptionally strong string of individuals. 

Oscar Richardson of Tremonton, in charge of the Box- 
elder County herd, and formerly of Ogden, accounted for 
two firsts. Mr. Richardson is a new breeder in the state 
and has a fine start in this first prize senior and grand 
champion cow, Daisy Irene Mooie, and his first prize junior 
yearling bull. This young bull, sired by Harry Waldorf 
of Cerealia of Chamberlain’s breeding of Lewis county, 
Washington, and purchased from the Western Dairy and 
Canning Company of Montana, at the 1930 Holstein sale, 
is a promising individual. 

Cc. S. Potter of Ogden, Utah, who won fame as the 
owner of Sara Ann Duplicate, All-American aged cow in 
1925, accounted for two firsts, one in the junior heifer 
calf class and one in the calf herd. This young winning 
herd was largely sired by a son of Dutchland Creamelle 
Denver Prince. 

The Modern Woodmen of America, L. L. Hipwell, of 
Ogden, Wyoming State Hospital, Evanston, accounted for 
the remaining winnings in the blues. 

Junior champion bull went to Wisconsin Pinky, a sen- 
ior yearling bull, owned by the Utah Industrial School. 
This young bull has been a consistent winner in the inter- 
mountain country for the past year, having incidentally 
won this same honor at the Ogden show in 1930. If this 
bull continues his development he is going to make a 
lot of old bulls do considerable worrying next year when 
he comes out as a two-year-old. 

Senior champion bull went to Clothilde Segis Mara- 
thon, owned by the Utah School for the Deaf and the Blind 
at Ogden. This bull is yet in his prime and showing lots 
of bloom and finish. He is by Marathon Bess Burke 25th, 
who for eight years was used on the best cows in ‘Cache

A New Breeding Establishment

learn of a new breeding establishment now being de- 

veloped which is bound to make its mark in the 
Holstein world. The name of this new establishment is 
The Crawford County Farms Company, Inc., a Wisconsin 
corporation organized in 1923 but actively starting in the 
pure bred Holstein business in 1928. 

This farm was originally acquired in 1923. It com- 
prises 1,700 acres in what is called the Kickapoo Valley 
located approximately 30 miles from Prairie du Chien and 
12 miles from Boscobel, the address of same being Bar- 
num, Wis. The little Kickapoo river which flows through 
a large portion of Crawford County, Wisconsin, waters 
thousands of acres of extremely fertile land. This prac- 
tical farm was taken over in a very much run down con- 
dition but during the last five years a scientific crop rota- 
tion, with generous applications of fertilizers, has brought 
the farm back to a splendid state of cultivation with more 
than a thousand acres in shape for crops. The farm has 
successfully produced alfalfa-clover-soy bean hay, good corn 
and all kinds of grains, and during the past three years 
had indicated a carrying capacity, with ample pasturage, of 
200 cows and their offspring, in addition to at least 500 hogs. 

Mr. Paul Weis of Chicago, who has a wide experience 
in handling farms of this 


H tcarn ot: breeders will be very much interested to 


the local cow testing association. After the barns had 
been completed, which, among other things consisted of 
a milking barn with 64 stanchions, 6 maternity pens, a 
calf barn with a capacity for 120 to 150 calves, dormitories 
for the men, a cheese factory right on the farm and a 
loose cow barn for 128 head, Mr. Weis decided that it was 
time to replace the grades with pure breds and obtain the 
best bulls possible to carry on breeding operations. 


During the year of 1930 this firm has purchased 125 
head of pure bred two-year-old first calf heifers and the 
great majority the grades will have been disposed of. In 
just a few months the farm will boast of a 100% pure 
bred herd. Mr. Weis has considered that the health of 
the herd was an extremely important feature and today 
reports that the herd is a federally accredited one having 
successfully undergone the second annual herd test with- 
out a single reactor. The entire herd is also subjected 
to the blood test for abortion every sixty days and at the 
present time is 100% free from this disease. For the past 
few years every animal in the herd has been tested in the 
local cow testing association and a study of these reports 
indicate that Crawford County Farms have been often 
heading the monthly list for some time. Every pure bred 
heifer is now on test in the cow testing association and

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The Delegate System in 1931 


Bes. m another issue of the World reaches its read- 








ers, members of the Holstein-Friesian Association of 

America will have received nominating petitions in 
preparation for the election of delegates to the annual con- 
vention of the Association to be held on June 3, 1931, at 
Syracuse, New York. With the thermometer at zero out- 
side and three feet of snow, more or less, blanketing the 
fields in this section, it seems like a long time until the 
June convention, but the election of delegates and the 
various representative operations as set up by the by- 
laws consumed about four months, dates of the various 
steps throughout being shown below: 


(120 days) Feb. 3—Nominating petitions will be 
mailed. 

{( 90 days) Mar. 5—Nominations close. 

( 60 days) April 4—Ballots will be mailed. 

( 40 days) April 24—Ballot closed. 

( 30 days) May 4—Committee on Elections’ will 
canvass votes. 

( 18 days) May 16—Report to the Secretary. 

( 14 days) May 20—Secretary notifies delegates. 


The 1931 convention will probably be the largest thus 
far in the history of the Association, at least the mem- 
bership will be entitled to elect a larger number of dele- 
gates than before through the continued growth of the 
Association. The full quota of delegates to which the 
various districts are entitled this year totals an even 200. 
The allotment by states is shown in the accompanying 
table. This is a toal of three more delegates than were 
alloted a year ago, Arizona, California and New Jersey 
each being entitled to one more delegate this year than 
last. 

From the schedule above, it will be noted that thirty 
days is allowed for the filing of nominating petitions. 
Every member of the Association, whether active or in- 
active, has the right to nominate delegates, to vote for 
delegates within their district, or to serve as a delegate. 
All persons nominated for delegates must be residents of 
the districts in which they are nominated. Farm man- 
agers, farm superintendents, herdsmen, etc., are not elig- 
ible as active delegates unless they are individual mem- 
bers of the Association. In the case of corporations or 
partnerships holding limited membership in the Associa- 
tion, only one member of such firm is eligible to serve as 
a delegate. 

The initial step of making nominations is an important 
one in the operation of the delegate system, for if any 
state fails to make a nomination within the period speci- 
fied, there is no one way in which that state can have 
direct delegate representation in the convention. Mem- 
bers are, therefore, urged to give attention to this mat- 
ter at this time, and it is desirable to place in nomination 
a larger number of names than the number to be elected 
so that in case.a delegate elected cannot attend, a substi- 
tute can be provded from the extra names nominated, 
Early attention in the

TEXAS subscriber sends us a copy of his local news- 
A paper, in which is an interesting advertisement of 

the leading store of the town, featuring the idea that 
farm relief begins at home. The advertisement is headed 
“Use More Butter—Help The Farmers”. After quoting 
prices at which it offered butter to its customers, the ad- 
vertisement proceeds: 

“Perhaps one cause of the deplorably low price of 
butter is the alarming increase in the use of butter 
substitutes. We believe in supporting the farmer 
and the American standard of living. We have 
postively refused to handle oleomargarine in our 
store; we want to urge all of our friends and cus- 
tomers to use more butter. Every pound of oleo- 
margarine sold reduces the income of our farms who 
are depending upon the sale of butter or cream for 
all or part of their income, and means just so much 
less money spent by farmers in our community for 
goods, for wages, for services and for amusements. 
This is a problem which affects everybody here in a 
very vital way and should have the serious throught 
of all who believe in supporting the farmers and 
workers of this country, as well as upholding the 
American standard of living and all it stands for. 
Use more butter—farm relief begins at home.” 

This is a refreshing attitude that too few of the mer- 
chants in the rural communities of our northern dairy 
states have the vision to see. It would seem that there 
was an opportunity here for some effective missionary 
work in rural communities dependant upon the dairy cow 
‘or their prosperity. 


Master Farmer 


AROLD E. Robertson, York, Pa., was one of eleven 
Pennsylvania farmers to receive the Master Farmer 
award at a dinner given in their honor Thursday 
evening, January 22 at the Penn-Harris hotel, Harrisburg, 
which was one of the outstanding events of Farm Show 

















Week. The awards were accompanied by gold medals 
by the 


Pennsylvania Farmer. The _ following 
brief sketch of Mr. 
Robertson’s career 
appears in the cur- 
rent issue of that 
publication: 

Not 5BO many 
years ago a certain 
Ohio farm boy, 
“fed up” on farm 
life, worked his 
way through pre- 
paratory school 
and entered Pur- 
due to study elec- 
trical engineering. 
But it wasn’t long 
before the fine live- 
stock and the at- 
tractive buildings 
of the agricultural 
experiment station 
gave him a differ- 
ent idea of what 
farm life might be. 
In a few weeks he 
changed his course 
to agriculture. H E. Robertson has been an enthusiastic 
student of farming ever since. 

After two years in college he bought the home farm 
solely with promises to pay, and then borrowed cash for 
operating expenses. He made improvements, built up the 
soil, laid drainage tile, worked hard and got results. Then 
along came a buyer with a very good offer. The young 
farmer sold, and chance brought him to York county, Penn- 
sylvania, where he bought his present place in 1920. 


Before he went to work on the new farm, Mr. Robert- 
son traveled through 33 state looking for the type of bull 
he wanted to head the Holstein herd he determined to 
build up. Pheonomenal show circuit records have been 
made by the progeny of the animal finally chosen—King 
Piebe of York—and the other foundation stock. This year, 
for example, four-year-old King Piebe of York 37th won 
ten grand championships at 12 major shows. The show 
herd came home with 320 ribbons of which 111 were blues, 
81 seconds, 33 thirds and 24 fourths. Besides there were 
45 championship ribbons. A Robertson Farm entry was 
grand champion cow at the Ohio State Fair. Five yearling 
bulls were shown; each won a junior championship at 
one or more shows. Mr. Robertson has won first prize 
42 out of the last 50 times he has shown in the get-of-sire 
clas. It is readily seen that the best Holsteins in existence 
is one of his specialties. The other is “Safe Milk for 
Babies,” which is sold at a premium in York. 

Mr. Robertson is a Rotarian, is president of the York 
County Holstein Club and secretary-treasurer of the Penn- 
sylvania Federation of Holstein-Friesian Clubs. 

Another Holstein breeder to receive the same award was 
Alvin K. Rothenberger, Worcester, Pa., a former county 
agent who for the past ten years has distinguished himself 
as a breeder of Holsteins and White Leghorns and as a 
grower of potatoes. He is also a leader in his community. 
being an officer in the Grange, the cow testing association, 
the agricultural extension association, in the cooperative 
bull association and the county fair association as well 
as an officer in his church and a trustee of his school.

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George E. Stevenson 
N January 2, occurred the death of George E. Steven- 
O son at his winter home in Florida. He had been in 
ill health for a number of years and had lately re- 
tired from active business pursuits. Surviving are Mrs. 
Stevenson, two daughters and five sons. 

Mr. Stevenson won considerable fame as a _ breeder 
through his efforts with naturally polled Holsteins. He 
was for some years prominent in the affairs of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of America, being elected vice 
president at the Syracuse meeting in 1921 and serving one 
term in this position. He is generally credited with sup- 
plying a great proportion of the brains back of the Harris- 
burg registry association. On account of his activities 
n bringing a succession of nuisance law suits against the 
Holstein-Friesian Association of America, all of which he

records of a fairly comparable basis and we will not at- 
tempt at this time to justify the equivalents used. No 
doubt these figures could be improved upon by making a 
more careful study of a large numoer of tests but we as- 
sume them to be approximate and they were applied alike 
in all instances. 

After applying these percentages increases to all the 

B and C and ten months’ tests, the 972 records were as- 
sembled according to age classes under the six type rat- 
ings with the results shown in the table at the bottom of 
page 7. 
Even then, using all the available records of classified 
females, the numbers in the intermediate age groups are 
too small for good comparisons in most instances. In the 
Full Aged and Junior Two-Year-Old classes, the age groups 
which always show the largest amount of testing, the 
numbers of tests represented are large enough to make 
satisfactory comparisons. As we pointed out earlier, the 
late establishment of the “Good Plus” group accounts for 
the small numbers and resulting apparent discrepancies. 
While the numbers in the “Fair” column are small the 
average productions shown are smaller than the averages 
for the “Good” cows of the same age classes in each in- 
stance. Only one of the 18 cows classified as “Poor” had 
been tested, a Senior Three-Year-Old, with a record of 
549 lbs. of fat in a year. 

As the Herd Classification develops in later years, we 
will doubtless be able to make comparisons of groups of 
the various type classifications all tested alike, as Classi- 
fication B ten months’ records, for example, without the 
necessity of any attempt at adjustments and such com- 
parisons will be much more satisfactory and conclusive. 
However, we believe that we are justified in the conclu- 
sion, from the figures now available, that animals rating 
high for type in the classified herds are much better pro- 
lucers than those classified in the lower groups.

conceived ideas on this subject by proving that high pro- 
tein feeds and minerals are not necessary for cows milk- 
ing from 10,000 to 12,000 lbs. in a year. He stated that if 
any minerals should be found necessary for such cows, a 
simple preparation of steam bone meal would be found 
fully as effective as high priced mineral compounds. For 
some time after his address, Prof. Anthony was kept busy 
answering questions. 

Otto G. Schaefer, of Successful Farming, spoke on some 
important factors in the selling of pure bred dairy cattle. 
He stressed the importance of advertising and mentioned 
many ways of advertising besides buying newspaper space. 

Dr. F. P. Weaver of the Department of Agricultural 
Economics of Pennsylvania State College exihibited a 
series of charts showing the rise and fall in prices of 
dairy and farm products as well as other commodities dur- 
ing the past twenty years and more. These charts should 
show how high and low prices have alternated with 
considerable regularity during this period, showing that 
the present depression had been predicted at least five 
or six years ago by economists. At present prices of 
dairy products are at about the average level of prices 
in general for the twenty-year period. 

Five hundred tickets were sold for the Dairymen’s 
Banquet, Wednesday evening in the Masonic Temple and 
the large crowd taxed the capacity of the large banquet 
hall including the gallery. The dinner was preceded by a 
short talk from the new Governor, Gifford Pinchot, who 
credited the farmers of Pennsylvania with his election 
and promised the cooperation of his administration with 
the dairy interests, especially in the matter of more 
prompt payment of tuberculosis indemnity. 

President Brinton presided at the speaking program 
and introduced John McSparren, the new secretary of agri- 
culture, who roundly condemned the Burnet decision on 
palm oil and told of what is being done to correct the 
situation, which he stated would ruin the dairy business 
if no action is taken. In a stirring address, he recom- 
mended decreased production and increased consumption 
of dairy products. 

The next speaker was C. E. Hough, general manager 
of the Connecticut Milk Producers Association, whose 
subject was “Membership Behavior in Cooperative Milk 
Marketing Associations.” From his twenty years of ex- 
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perience with dairy cooperatives, he listed ten bad habits 
and fifteen good ones which are characteristic of mem- 
bers of “co-ops.” The bad habits were selfishness, stingi- 
ness, jealousy, contentiousness, vengeance, speculation, 
suspicion, impulsiveness, independence and dishonesty and 
the good ones honesty, faith, loyalty, sincerity, tolerance, 
practicability, consistency, thrift, efficiency, sagacity, help- 
fulness, truthfulness and persistence. His talk was full 
of sound sense and genial humor. He closed with the 
New Year’s Pledge from a recent copy of Dairymen’s 
League News. Dr. R. D. Hetzel, president of the Pennsy]- 
vania State College, gave a fine inspirational talk. 

Entertainment was furnished by Pennsylvania’s fay- 
orite, Jimmy Loughran, and his company of entertainers. 
Jimmy also led the community singing during the dinner. 
Another old favorite, Bill Shiftless and his educated cow, 
Jessie, in a new act, pointed a moral or two and provided 
plenty of fun. 

An annual feature of these banquets is the presentation 
of awards for winners.in the milk show and for leaders in 
dairy herd improvement work. Those of most interest to 
us included the two awards by the Pennsylvania Federa- 
tion of Holstein Clubs—a large sterling silver pitcher to 
Ivan G. Martin, Ephrata, Pa., for the highest scoring Hol- 
stein milk in the show, with a score of 98.75; and a ster- 
ling silver fruit plate to William Young, Mehaffy, Pa., for 
high herd in C. T. A., with a herd average of 559.7 lbs. 
fat from 14,518 lbs. milk.

to put every female into the Herd Test and after a year of 
Herd Testing further eliminations will be made. The farm 
also plans to apply for Official Classification of the herd 
during 1931. 

The Sires Now in Use 

Mr. Weis gives us the following interesting information 
regarding the sire which will head the herd. He says: 
“This herd is now headed by N. P. Beauty Girl Count 
whose dam Beauty Girl Gerben Re-Becky stands out as 
one of the very highest producers of butterfat of the breed 
for five consecutive lactation periods. Count, after reach- 
ing serviceable age, was leased to Milford Meadows Stock 
Farm, Lake Mills, Wis., where he left 8 females and 13 
males, and in addition, 2 females and 1 male in the herd 
of S. W. Favill. Mr. Kenyon states that they are well 
pleased with his offspring, that his heifers not only show 
every qualification for production but have show type as 
well. One of his daughters, Milford Count Pansy Sophie, 
shown as a senior calf in 1930 was second at Wisconsin, 
first and junior champion at Minnesota and South Dakota, 
third at Waterloo and fourth at St. Louis.

Publicity for December included the 
preparation and distribution of 271 
stories of which 6 were of national 
interest, 16 of state or sectional inter- 
est, 78 prefix, 170 local, and 1 special.

The By-Laws of this Association (Article IV, Section 32) requires that all owners of 
registered Holsteins shall, upon the death of any such cattle, return 
certificates to the Secretary for cancellation.

If certificates on reactors have been turned over to state officials, the names 
and numbers of the animals are all that will be required. 


Sold Without Papers? 


Registered Holsteins that have been sold without papers or that have been sold for 
slaughter or for been should be reported and the certificates returned for cancellation. 
If certificates are not available, a report of the transaction will insure cancellation of 
Compliance with this ruling avoids all possibility of the former owner 
being compelled to furnish papers and transfer the animal at a later time should it be 
resold instead of slaughtered. 


Keep the Records Straight

Whether he ever beats Pinky 
or not doesn’t matter much to anyone 
accepting their respective owners but 
the fact still remains that Utah has 
two outstanding bulls here. 

A young bull won fame by being 
the sire of the first calf dropped at 
the 12th annual Ogden Livestock show. 
This young bull’s sire Harry Waldorf 


Posch, won his class as a junior year- 
ling and looks like a comer for the 
big leagues out this way. 

Harry Collisium Posch is the name

Dr. Geo. H. Carr, Veterinarian and 
Holstein breedér, besides being one of 
the accredited judges of our associa- 
tion from Brighton, Colorado, came 


over to attend the intermountain 
veterinarian meeting. We wouldn’t 
want to start an stories about him 
but this much is true; he never did 
get to the veterinary meeting on Mon- 
day. Veterinarian meetings and Hol- 
stein judging days don’t seem to 
cause him to worry on his decision 
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as he only left the ring long enough 
at noon to grab a hot dog and mustard. 

An then there are “smiles that make 
us happy”, and we were mighty glad 
to see that old one again on “Rube” 
Everly, now manager of Carnation 
Farms, Seattle, Wash. If there is any- 
one that can remember more people 
at a Holstein ringside than Rube we 
want to know about it. If Alfred 
Ghormley or E. A. Stuart ask him to 
report the number of conferences had 
at Ogden there is a possibility that 
he may miss in his count. He was 
cornered by practically every Holstein 
breeder at the show. I only have one 
guess to make and that is that busi- 
ness in Utah is good and there is lots 
of it.

Just to show that everyone is happy 
when in Ogden the Holsteins, Jerseys 
and Guernseys maintained a very 
large, warm, well Jighted cooperative 
breed courtesy booth. Some one said 
when in Rome we must burn Roman 
candles, so when at the Ogden show 
we make room for more cattle, es- 
pscially Holsteins. Our total of 133 
made one of our nicest shows of the 
past season. 

Prof. King proved himself an after 


dinner speaker of some note as well as 
a good judge of Dairy cattle. Harry 
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was our main speaker at the dairy 
banguet on Monday night following 
the Holstein judging. 

“Uncle Ben” Eldridge, formerly state 
extension dairy specialist in Utah, 
now a breeder at Sait Lake City prob- 
ably didn’t hear much of what was 
going on around the ring but I am 
sure that no one saw more than he 
did. 

Our calf club show was a credit to 
Dave Murray, State club leader, of 
Utah. It was my privilege to listen 
to the reasons given by the 4-H boys 
and I don’t know when I have seen a 
lot of boys who have really seen their 
cows like those boys did theirs. 

Following the completion of judging 
on Wednesday evening most every one 
went to the ‘‘Roo-steer” banquet. The 
Governor of Utah was there and he 
proclaimed it a “he-man’s party.” 
It was a regular western cowman’s 
affair. 





AN INTERESTING COMPETITION 
The Western Ontario Dairymen’s 
Association last year conducted among 
its members a competition for the 
production of “‘most milk per acre”. 
The competition was divided into four 
groups and the sweepstakes prize went 
to Fred R. Thornton, Stratford. The 
period of the competition ran from 
May 1 to November 1 and Mr| Thorn- 
ton’s seventeen pure bred Holsteins 
kept on his 75-acre farm made an av- 
erage of 1,619 lbs. milk, 51.6 lbs. fat 
per acre. Mr. Thornton’s herd is com- 
posed entirely of pure bred Holsteins 
and he is using a son of Johanna Rag 
Apple Pabst owned jointly with his 
neighbor, M. G. A. Hogg. Second 
place for both milk and fat was won 
by H. G. Jolliffe, Mt. Elgin, his twenty- 
four pure bred Holsteins on a 100-acre 
farm averaging 1505 lbs. milk and 48.- 
18 Ibs. fat per acre. S. H. Coneybeare, 
Listowel, was the winner in a third 
group with a herd of pure bred Hol- 
steins, thus giving our breed top hon- 
ors in three of the four groups compet- 
ing. The fourth winner had a herd 
composed of grade Holsteins. 





A PROVEN WATER SYSTEM 

Drought during the past season 
emphasized the advantage of an abun- 
dant supply of fresh water for a dairy 
farm. When a deep drilled well is 
practicable, it proves of great value. 
Ours is 98 feet deep with 6 inch steel 
pipecasing. It provides an ample sup- 
ply of good water the year round. A 
two horse power motor over the well, 
pumps the water and forces it into a 
10,000 gallon wooden stave tank in the 
mow over the cow stable. From here, 
the cows and young stock are supplied, 
by gravity, through individual drink- 
ing buckets. Similiarly, an _ inside 
trough is provided for the horses. 
When filling silo a garden hose will 
run a good stream to the ensilage cut- 
ter, moistening the corn if too dry. 

Of much added value is the supply 
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forced direct from the well into a 
cement cooling tank with a tight 
cover, in the milk house. The tem- 
perature of the water averages from 
38 to 40 degrees. The cans of milk 
are placed in the vat and the water 
allowed to flow until the milk is suf- 
ficiently chilled, the overflow running 
to a tank in the barnyard to which 
cattle have access when turned out in 
the summertime. Creditable advice 
confirms our experience that the 
water flowing through the tank is 
fully adequate for cooling the milk to 
50 degrees for shipment. Such instal- 
lation is simple and relatively inex- 
pensive. Ice is not needed—the sav- 
ing is obvious.

VERMONT BREEDERS ADOPT 
PR@®VEN SIRE PROGRAM 
The Holstein Friesian Club of Ver- 
mont has heartily endorsed and adopt- 
ed unanimously the program for prov- 
ing dairy sires advanced by the Ver- 
mont Agricultural Extension Service 
through its Extension Dairyman, E. 
H. Loveland. This action was taken 
at the winter meeting held in con- 
junction with the Vermont Dairymen’s 
Convention, January 13-15, 1931. The 
Club was represented by A. P. Bige- 
low, prominent Holstein breeder of 
Middlesex, Vermont, on the commit- 
tee of breed representatives making 
up this program. Owing to the fact 
Mr. Bigelow was out of the State, a 
large part of the time he asked to be 
excused from further service on the 
committee and Lorenzo Howe, Bur- 
lington, was elected as breed repre- 
sentative to put this program into 
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effect. Mr. Bigelow offered to be the 
first of the club to enter his bulls on 
this program which appealed to him 
as being a particularly worthwhile pro- 
ject for the club and the State Exten- 
sion Service, and with O. A. Thomas, 
president of the State Club, guaran- 
teed the two members necessary to 
put the program into effect for this 
breed. 

This program consists in getting as 
many breeders as possible to agree 
to keep their herd sire alive until 
proved unless prevented by unavoid- 
able causes and to test for production 
his daughters and as far as possible 
their dams. These records can be 
made through the Dairy Herd Improve- 
ment Associations, the official tests 
of the breed or through special tests

for high grade herds conducted under 
the rules of the official test. These 
records shall be reviewed by a com- 
mittee made up of the breed repre- 
sentatives and the secretary appointed 
by the Vermont Agricultural Exten- 
sion Service. This committee has 
power to accept or reject these rec- 
ords and publish those of bulls which 
they consider as worthy of the rec- 
ognition for further use. Help will 
be given through the State Commit- 
tee to facilitate and exchange of herd 
sires which have been proved or are 
about to be proved. The program is 
open to the organized dairy breeds of 
Vermont and has already been ac- 
cepted in principles by all the breed 
associations and Mr. Loveland, Ex-

Smith Centre, 
Kansas, and a member of the law firm 
of Mahin & Mahin, had made some in- 
teresting computations regarding the 
importance of the corn crop of Smith 
County, Kansas, which has been the 
banner corn county of that great state 


on several occasions. The largest 
crop of corn in this county was 6,- 
294,033 bushels. Here are Mr. Smith’s 
comparisons: 

“Estimating 120 ears to the bushel 
there would be 755,283,960 ears; and 
at 9 inches to the ear. it would make a 
total length, 6,797,555,640 inches or 
107,284 miles. 

This would reach around the earth 
four times; Would reach nearly half 
way to the moon; Laid side by side 
the ears would make a continuous 
band 9 inches wide and 23,841 miles 
long; reaching nearly around the 
earth; would make a wall of corn 39 
inches high around the state of Kansas 
1200 miles; It would make a wall of 
corn 28 inches high around the states 
of Kansas and Nebraska, excluding 
the line between the two state. 

Allowing 25 bushels of ear corn to 
the load of space for a team and wag- 
on, it would take a string of teams 
954 miles long to haul the corn. 

Allowing 1,000 bushels of corn as 
the amount necessary to feed the 
stock of a thrifty farmer one year it 
would last from the time of Adam 
(6,000 years) to the present time and 
he would have enough left to feed his 
stock for 250 years. 

Do not say the above figures are 
not correct but run them over your- 
self, and you will have a better idea 
of the size of the crop.”

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Holsteins At Harrisburg 


The Fifteenth Annual Pennsylvania 
Farm Products Show, held for the 
first time in their new ‘“ten-acre” 
building, the week of January 19, was 
one of the outstanding agricultural 
events in the country. Indeed it is 
doubtful if there is anything just like 
it anywhere in the United States that 
can compare with it. Upwards of 
200,000 people attended, with nothing 
to draw crowds except exhibits of live 
stock, farm produce, farm equipment 
and machinery, etc., and other edu- 
cational features. Practically all of 
the farm organizations of Pennsylv- 
ania hold their annual meeting at this 
time, making a great annual round-up 
of all the agricultural interests of the 
state. The new building was more 
more than filled to capacity and an- 
other appropriation of at least a mil- 
lion dollars has been asked for en- 
larging the building for the future. 

This year for the first time in the 
history of the show, prizes were offer- 
ed for a competitive show of dairy 
cattle of all breds. In the past there 
have been small educational exhibits 
of dairy cattle of the various breeds 
but no competition. Liberal cash 
prizes were offered this year and 84 
head of Holsteins were in competi- 
tion, with perhaps as many more en- 
tries turned away for lack of room. 
There were also 87 Guernseys, 77 
Jerseys, 41 Ayrshires and 24 Brown 
Swiss. 


Holsteins were judged on Tuesday, 
January 20, by Prof. E. J. Perry of 
New Jersey, before an enormous gal 
lery of interested spectators. The 
large catalog numbers worn by the 
leadsmen could easily be read from 
any part of the stands and announce- 
ments of winnings were broadcasted 
by radio with R. H. Olmstead, secre- 
tary of the Pennsylvania Dairymen’s 
Association at the “mike”. 


Senior and grand champion bull was 
Saucona Creator Beauty Walker, bred 
and owned by Saucona Farms, Bethle- 
hem, Pa. This five-year-old bull will 
be remembered as grand champion at 
Trenton and elsewhere last fall. He 
is a grandson of Creator and is sire 


of most of the young members of the 
Saucona show herd including the first 
prize junior yearling heifer and the 
second prize senior yearling as well as 
several other prize winning heifers, 
making up the second prize Get of 
Sire. 


A. C. Slifer, Lewisburg, Pa., brought 
out the senior and grand champion 
female. She was Dennington Onaco 
Lyons and was right in the bloom. be- 
ing just ready to freshen. In fact we 
understand she did freshen the day 
after the judging and before Harry 
Strohmeyer could get her picture. She 
carried a wonderful udder for size and 
attachment, but with some fever in 
it just at that time. Her daughter 
was second prize heifer calf. 


The junior champion bull was King 
Mutual Pontiac Mercedes, a calf 
shown by John Hosack, Hartsville, Pa., 
a member of the Crawford County Co- 
operative Association. The very fine 
exhibit of H. D. Allebach, Trappe, Pa., 
President of the Pennsylvania Fed- 
eration of Holstein Clubs, included the 
junior champion female—the senior 
yearling, Allebach King Segis Snow- 
ball, also her sister the second prize 
two-year-old, the pair making up the 
first prize Produce. 


About the most successful exhibitor 
was W. H. Landis, East Greenville, Pa., 
who has the first prize two-year-old 
bull, first prize heifer calf, first prize 
two-year-old heifer, and three firsts 
and one second in the four groups, 
besides helping out with the first prize 
Montgomery County Herd. Another 
exhibitor that was consistently well 
up in them oney in almost every class 
was Ashley Farm, Newton, Square. 
Pa. 

Many 4-H boys and girls broke into 
the money in the open classes, con- 
spicuous among these being F. Clay 
Erdley, Lewisburg, Pa., who had the 
first prize three-year-old heifer in the 
open class.

Holsteins Lead in Oklahoma 
That Oklahoma is rapidly develop- 
ing a number of good herds of Hol- 
stein-Friesian cattle is being indi- 
cated monthly by the cow testing re- 
ports of the Oklahoma College of Ag- 
riculture. The December records 
show that Holsteins lead both as in- 

dividuals and in the large herds. 


Iola, a pure bred Holstein owned by 
Tulsa County Farm of Tulsa, is cred- 
ited with 2,653 pounds of milk test- 
ing 3.6% fat and containing 95.5 
pounds of buterfat to rank first for 
December. ‘Champion, a pure bred 
Holstein in the Jones Bros. Dairy 
herd of Duncan, ranks recond with 
2,244 pounds of milk testing 4.2% fat 
and containing 94.2 pounds of butter- 
fat. Both of these records were 
checked with verification tests. Of 
the 18 high cows listed, 12 are Hol- 
steins of which 9 are pure breds. 


Among the herds of more than 14 
cows, M. Prather & Son leads the 
state with 17 Holsteins averaging 40.8 
pounds of butterfat. Of the ten high 
large herds, 6 are Holsteins, 2 are 
of mixed breeding (placing second 
and third), and two are of other 
breeds. The Prather average is higher 
than any herd except one of only 4 
COWS. 





Holsteins in Illinois Lead C. T. A. 

Why Holsteins are popular in Iili- 
nois is indicated by the report of the 
Illinois College of Agriculture for the 
first ten months of this testing year. 
In that period, 64 of the cows on the 
test have exceeded 500 pounds of but- 
terfat of which 45 are Holsteins 
(70%), 1 is of mixed breeding, and 
18 are of other breeds. 

According to the Illinois Holstein- 
Friesian Association November has 
been one of the best sales months in 
its history which may be due in part 
to the high and profitable production 
being demonstrated by Holsteins in 
the farm dairy herds. 





lowa State Holsteins Net $178.21 


A net return of $178.21 above feed 
for the year is indicated per cow for 
the 869 Holsteins in the 15 Iowa 
State Institution herds, according to 
the report for the year. They pro- 
duced 10,089,498 pounds of milk, 
which would amount to some 343,000 
pounds of butterfat, or an average of 
11,619 pounds of milk and some 390 
pounds of fat per cow. The milk 
reached a total value of $247,786.50 
and the feed cost totaled $92,916.78 
leaving a return above feed of $154,- 
869.72. 


Eight of the 15 herds averaged 
above the rating for the 869 head of 
$178.21 above feed cost and four of 
the herds report gross profits exceed- 
ing $200 per cow. The herds ranged 
in size from 20 to 119 head of cows 
and averaged 56 head per herd.

Cocoanut Cow Ruling Hits All 

That the dairy industry of the 
United States faces practical ruin un- 
less the ruling of Commisisoner David 
Burnet, Internal Revenue Department, 
of November 12, 1930, on unbleached 
palm oil is modified or repealed is 
indicated by the reaction of leaders 
of the dairy industry that are now 
striving to change the ruling to ac- 
cord with the intent of the law. It 
also affects the cotton growers and 
the livestock producers in every state 
and if allowed to stand unchanged 
may prove to be one of the worst 
calamities suffered by agriculture in 
recent years. 

According to the National Dairy 
Union, strong protests were lodged 
with Commissioner Burnet; and attor- 
neys representing the dairy interests 
declared that the ruling was in con- 
travention to the ruling of the U. S. 
Supreme Court on the meaning of the 
color provision of the Oleomargaine 
act. However, the ruling still stands. 

The ruling, as it now stands, per- 
mits the use of unbleached palm oil 
(yellow) free from artificial colora- 
tion to be used in the manufacture of 
Oleomargarine without subjecting the 
finished product to the rate of 10 
cents a pound tax on the artificially 
colored product. As the unbleached 
oil is yellow, it gives the finished 
product a yellow color in semblance 
of butter. 


A leading dairy expert predicts that 
if the ruling is allowed to stand that 
“the American farmer will be com- 
pelled to sell his butterfat next sum- 
mer around 17 to 20 cents a pound.” 

The approximate wholesale prices 
on oils are: 

Pee soya bean oil 11% @ 11%c 
Refined palm oil 8 @ 4c lb. 
Refined cocoanut oil 73% @ 8c Ib. 
Duty on soya bean oil is 3%c a 
pound and on cocoanut oil is 2c a 
pound. This means that the more ex- 
pensive oils produced here, such as 
cottonseed and soya bean and lard 
Oils, will be little used. In addition, 
no duty is charged on oils produced 
in the Philippines and palm oil is ad- 
mited free of duty. 

Oleomargarine was once looked up- 
on as the “poor man’s butter” but 
scientific research has _ repeatedly 
demonstrated that oleomargarine 
lacks certain essentials that butter 
contains and that its use as butter 
substiute means poor health and low- 
ered resistance to disease. This fact

date, may be the reason for the state- 
ment by a well known dairyman ata 
public meeting that the “cocoanut 
cow produces no longer the poor 
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man’s butter but the rich man’s 
graft.”
